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DETAILED ACTION 


Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Neither prior art of record nor references teach a bicycle pedal assembly comprising a 
pedal having a front clamping member and a rear clamping member and a first shoe cleat and a 
second shoe cleat, wherein the first shoe cleat includes a first outward twisting force to disengage 
from the pedal and the second shoe cleat includes a second outward twisting force that is higher 
than the first twisting force, wherein the shoe cleats are interchangeably coupled to the pedal and 
both shoe cleats are configured to disengage from the pedal at an identical cleat release angle.
